The solution to the above problem, as proposed in 
claim 1 of the present application, involves an 
inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)); the reasons 
are as follows: 

document Dl describes a network architecture in 
which, for a transmission from edge points to edge 
points, two admission checks are carried out. The 
second admission check uses a "virtual pool" 
containing the total available capacity. However, 
the second admission checks are not carried out 
for all traffic that enters at the network input 
nodes since, were that to be the case, the network 
input node would have to have information 
concerning the volume of traffic entering at the 
other network nodes. The admission checks of 
interest are related to the network input nodes 
and, in consequence, said checks can all be 
carried out at entry to the network, the complex 
identification of the output node being eliminated 
in particular. 



The subject matter of independent claim 2 relates 
to the plurality of interrelated outputs of input 
nodes (claim 1) and output nodes (claim 2) . 

Claims 3 to 8 are dependent on claims 1 and 2 and, 
thus, likewise satisfy the requirements of the PCT 
in respect of novelty and inventive step. 
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
